Cod Yer n>twithſtanding that His Majeſty had ſo largely expreſs'd His Gracious 
Acceptance of this Service ; upon the Stating of the Accompts of the Army in 
Treland- ( which now lies before the Parliament ) the ſaid Colonel Michelburne and 
Regiment, are not brought into Pay till Jayzary following , which was the Year 
1690, which excludes them xo Months and 25 Days ſhort of the reſt of the For- 
ces ; notwithſtanding they reeeiv'd Commiſſions, Muſtered, and did Duty equal 
with the reſt of the Army: And what Money, Cloaths and Proviſions they re- 
ceiv'd in the Year 1689, was ftopt from them out of their Pay in the Year fol- 
lowing ; becauſe ( as they were told) they were not. put upon the Eftabliſhment 
till chat time : And that this may appear beyond contradiQion, we have thoughe 
fit to infert the Copy of a Report, upon the Petition of Colonel Michelbarne, re- 
 terr*'d to a Committee of the Honourable Houſe of Commons, in the Year 1698,

Upon which Report the Honourable Foe of Commons were pleas'd to Addreſs 
His, Majsſty on his behalf ; but being ſtill wanting of their Pay, he is inforc'd to ' 
make this further Application ; in which he asks no more, but that he may be 
put upon equal Terms with the reſt of the Army ; whereas he and his Regiment 
have not yer receiv'd any Pay (excepting the above-mention'd 1078 4 195. 6 4.) 
for Ten Months and Twenty-five Days, .in which that Remarkable Defence of 
Derry is comprehended : And therefore he hopes it may be thought but juſt, 
That as much Regard' ſhould be had to this Debt, as to any other Arrears of the 
Army, ſince the Service perform'd for it- hath been efteem'd of as great Conſe- 
quence to the Nation, as any thing elſe that hath .been done during the War, 
by thoſe that receiv'd their Pay in due time. 

It may further be offered in behalf of Colonel Miche/barne, That *twas the con- 
tinuing 1n his Poſt, and not leaving it at a time when the Service required his 
Attendance, that brought him under this inconvenience and loſs : For who can 
doubt, but that if he had come for England with Dr. Walker, he had been at leaft 
as well intituled to a Reward for his Services as the DoCtor ; upon whom His 
Majeſty moſt bountifully beſtow?d: 5000 4, and alſo might have procured his 
| Regiment to have been then put upon the Eſtabliſhment, and have receiv'd their 
Pay in order as well as others? Bur indeed it hath not only been his misfortune 
to have receiv'd no Reward, but even the Government of Derry, in which he 
had been Commiſſion'd, was procured over his head by a Gentleman that had the 
opportunity of making Application for it in Exg/azd, while he was proſecuting 
the Service of Irelazd. And notwithſtanding he had arriv'd to the Poſt of being 
the Eldeſt 'Colonel ( next the General Officers) of the whole Army in Jre- 
| land, yet he was one of the firſt that was reduc'd in the Disbanding the Forces 
there.
